— Horror of the electric chair 
ceased its hold today on John 
Franklin Woods, the 
14-year-old 


y slayer of Martins Ferry. 
After being permitted to enter 
plea of guilty to a second-de- 


gree murder charge, the boy was 
eentence'd to an 
indeterminate 


term In the state boys' industrial 
school at Lancaster. He will prob- 
ably be confined there until he is 
21 years old, when he will be sent 
to either the state reformatory af 
Mansfield or the Ohio penitentiary 
at Columbus. 


TWO SENTENCED 


Woods was the second boy to be 


sentenced for the death of William 
Meeker, aged Colerain farmer, 
who was fatally wounded when he 
resisted the holdup attempt of 
Woods and 
Louis 
Kuhen, 17. 


Kuhen, also, was allowed to plead 
guilty to a second-degree murder 
charge. 
He was, sentenced to 


Ohio penitentiary for Me. 


The two youths were arrested 


shortly after 
the shooting and 


Woods was turned over to juvenile 
authorities while Kuhen was held 
in the county jail. It was at first 
thought that Meeker would recov- 
er from his wounds and Woods 
was sentenced to the reform school

Meeker later died and charges 


of murder in the first degree were 
placed against the youths. Woods 
could not be brought to trial, how- 
ever, as he was confined to the 
hospital at the industrial school 
recovering from an 
appendicitis 


operation. 


PLEADED GUILTY 


Several weeks after Kuhen was 


sentenced, Woods was brought 
here, the jurisdiction of juvenile 
officials was 
relinquished, 
and 


plans were made to bnng him to 
trial on a charge of first-degree 
murder. County officers and phy- 
sicians reported that the boy-slay- 
er was on the verge of insanity 
because of his dread of the elec- 
tric chair.

ing in Miami Valley hospital here 
from a bullet wound which he 
inflicted on himself just before he 
was captured by police, Virgil 
Marshal, 35, was charged today 
as being the bandit who heldup 
the bank of which his father, 
Harry Marshall, is president. 


Marshall, former assistant cash- 


ier at the bank, entered the Brook- 
ville state bank at Brookville, 14 
miles north of here, late yesterday, 
locked five employes m the vault 
and escaped with about $8,000. 
More than $7,000 of the loot was 
recovered by police who took Mar- 
shall into custory at his home 
here. 


Police were told that the man 


appeared at the bank shortly be- 
fore closing time and, after sit- 
ting in the office for several min- 
utes, produced a revolver and an- 
nounced he was holding up the 
bank- 


Employes at first thought the 


affair was a practical joke. He 
then locked five employes in the 
vault, scooped up all the currency 
in sight, Tan from, the bank and 
escaped in his automobile. 


The 
bank 
officials 
released 


themselves from the vault by un- 
locking the door from the inside. 
They notified Dayton police, who 
found the man a short time later 
at his home here. 


Just before police reached Mar- 


shall's room, he attempted suicide 
by shooting himself just below the 
heart. The wound proved to be 
only a flesh wound and Marshall 
was expected to recover.

GROWEARLYTRUCK 
CROPS IN HOTBEDS 


Early maturity of several vege- 


table crops grown for the early 
market may be obtained with the 
use of coldframes or hotbeds, says 
E. B. Tussing, extension specialist 
in vegetable gardening at the Ohio 
State University. 


Hotbeds and coldframe 
struc- 


tures, he points out, are best 
located conveniently for the work- 
men, near a good supply of water, 
and sheltered 
by a windbreak. 


Such structures need to be logged 
where they will receive the iwlxi- 
mum amount of sunshine in T the 
early season. A well drained site 
is necessary.

Glass or muslin covers' are fre- 


quently used on hotbeds Jand cold- 
frames, he states. But during ex- 
tremely cold weather it is best to 
provide additional protection by 
using rye straw mats, burlap, or 
loose straw. Glass covers are the 
most durable and if properly cared 
for will last from 20 to 25 years.

Tussing, are used extensively on 
coldframes late in the season when 
the weather has moderated. A 


heavy grade of muslin should 


be used and it needs to be large 
enough to provide an overlap of 
from 6 to 12 inches on all sides.

CARELESS HUNTING 


COSTING MILLIONS \ 


NEW YORK, DEC. 23 --"With 


the average employed citizen fig- 
ured to tie worth $00.000 to the 
state, at least 51,500,000 worth of 
Michigan's man-power will be des- 
troyed this year by careless hunt- 
ing if accidents continue at the 
present rate," the Michigan De- 
partment of Conservation has in- 
formed officials of the American 
Game Protective Association. 


Though complete totals from all 


over the 
country have not yet. 


been received, reports indicate a 
record season of deaths and cas- 
ualties from hunting accidents, the 
game men announced. 


A check in Michigan during- the 


early part of the deer season al- 
ready showed 15 killed and 22 in- 
jured, with carelessness given as 
the chief cause. Hunting accidents 
recorded in Pennsylvania 
up 
to 


Nov. 28 numbered 38 fatalities and 
193 casualties, two deaths 
and 


22 injuries more 
than 
in 
the 


same period last year. 


"What started out as apparently 


a season for carelessness. 


Repeated warnings seem to be 


of no avail," 
the 
Pennsylvania 


Board of Game Commissioners re- 
ported. 


Figures for New York State re- 


veal 28 persons killed and 59 in- 
jured, the total of accidents was 
the smallest in four years, but the 
number of deaths 
ran 
-higher. 


Twenty-nine hunters were shot by 
the accidental discharge of their 
own guns, 46 by companions, 
eight by other hunters and four- 
were hit by stray bullets. 


"The nature of reports, -especial- 


ly those pointing out recklessness 
in firing and handling guns and 
even the frequent use of guns as 
clubs, lead to the conclusion that 
many of the accidents are caused 
by the many new and inexperienc- 
ed hunters." the officials declared. 
"New hunters are likely to be- 
come excited. For the sake of 
themselves 
and 
others, these 


should learn how to handle a gun, 
should master the simple rules of 
caution and practice the thought- 
ful code of true sportsmen."
